ON  THE 

LUNATIC  ASYLUMS  IN  BURMA 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1918. 


Buildings ,  Accommodation  and  Population. — No  additions  were  made  during 
the  year  under  note  to  existing  buildings,  but  improvements  have  been  sought 
to  be  effected  at  both  the  institutions.  At  Rangoon,  a  cottage  was  dismantled 
and  by  internal  adjustment  of  class  of  inmates  to  be  accommodated  modifications 
have  been  secured  by  which  the  accommodation  has’to  some  extent  been  reduced. 
But  this  is  only  an  apparent  and  not  a  real  reduction,  for  living  space  continues 
to  be  calculated  according  to  the  scale  of  superficial  area  per  head  ;  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  a  building  for  Asiatics  into  one  for  Europeans  or  for  hospital  purposes 
tends  to  reduce  accommodation  for  purposes  of  returns,  etc.  To  meet  the 
annual  average  influx  of  some  70  inmates  at  Rangoon,  resort  had  to  be  had  during 
the  year  under  note  to  accommodating  all  inmates  for  whom  provision  could  not 
be  made  in  buildings  as  cottages,  dormitories, ;etc.,  in  the  Day — and  the  Work — 
sheds,  while  the  quieter  class  of  criminals  were  placed  in  buildings  situated  in  the 
civil  and  hospital  sections  of  the  asylum.  It  is  hoped  that  on  the  completion  of  two 
additional  cottages  already  sanctioned,  the  congestion  will  be  relieved  to  some 
extent.  The  nearness  of  existing  blocks  of  buildings,  which  are  also  large,  to  other 
buildings  militates  against  very  noisy  insanes  being  housed  at  some  distance  from 
others.  To  reduce  congestion,  steps  were  taken  to  transfer  no  fewer  than  28  non- 
domiciled  insanes  to  asylums  in  India  and  7  quiet  and  healthy  Burman  criminals 
to  Minbu.  These  transfers  were  effected  towards  the  close  of  the  year  1918.  It 
is  hoped  in  futurejto  effect  early  transfers  to  India  by  instituting  enquiries  as  to 
residence  soon  after  admission  to  the  asylum. 

2.  The  flooring  of  various  buildings  were  repaired  in  both  the  asylums.  The 
asphalt  floor  of  the  main  dormitory  in  the  asylum  at  Minbu  is  difficult  to  clean  by 
reason  of  its  unevenness.  It  may  with  advantage  be  replaced  by  a  wooden  floor, 
as  the  inmates  themselves  evince  a  preference  for  such.  A  further  improvement 
to  secure  more  light  and  better  ventilatio  n  would  be  to  open  out  the  fixed  walling 
111  the  ground  floor  at  convenient  distances  and  by  providing  the  openings  with 
sliding  doors.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  electric  lighting  was  installed  over 
the  Kangoon  asylum.  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  paid  this  asylum 
a  visit  on  the  28th  January  1918  and  issued  a  note  on  the  results  of  his  visit. 

3.  The  aggregate  accommodation  available  during  the  year  in  the  two 
asylums  of  the  province  was  for  716  inmates  as  against  746  inmates  in  the  year 
previous,  but  the  number  actually  accommodated  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  was 
much  larger,  being  810  against  786  in  1917.  The  maximum  number  of  inmates 
accommodated  on  any  one  night  in  the  Rangoon  asylum  was  728  against  658 
of  the  year  previous,  while  the  corresponding  figures  in  the  other  asylum 
were  1 29  and  133,  respectively.  The  daily  average  strength  during  the  year 
points  to  a  similar  rise  from  752  37  in  the  preceding  year  to  81 6*28. 

4.  Admissions  and  Discharges , — Two  hundred  and  forty-six  lunatics  were 
admitted  during  the  year  including  34  cases  of  readmissions  as  against  227  in  1917. 
About  30  per  cent,  of  the  admissions,  viz.  75,  were  criminal  lunatics,  their  number 
in  the  preceding  year  being  only  52.  The  number  of  discharges  and  deaths 
among  the  criminal  population  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  in  Burma  rose  from  26 
(23  males  and  3  females)  in  1917  to  51  (50  males  and  1  female)  in  the  year 
under  report.  The  daily  average  strength  showed  a  similar  increase,  being 
327^48  in  1917  as  against  349*80  in  1918.  The  system  of  discharging  criminals 
charged  with  trivial  offences  or  of  non-dangerous  lunatics  of  all  classes  to  the 
care  of  their  relatives  after  recovery  or  improvement  was  encouraged,  but  relatives 
willing  to  care  for  such  are  not  easily  found.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  fewer 
than  86  cases  were  discharged  during  the  year  as  cured  as  against  46  in  1917. 

5.  Water-supply. — Water  in  Rangoon  is  supplied  from  the  Municipal  pipe 
system  under  high  pressure  and  is  available  at  all  times.  Wells  are  also  in 
existence  for  the  requirements  of  garden,  dhobies,  cattle-shed  and  the  staff.  The 
pumps  attached  to  these  wells  have  given  much  trouble  on  account  of  the  fre¬ 
quent  necessity  for  their  repairs.  The  Executive  Engineer  is  said  to  be  arranging 
to  give  his  early  attention  to  this  subject.  The  Minbu  Asylum  continues  to 
receive  its  water-supply  from  the  Municipal  pipes  and  the  water  is  said  to  be 
sufficient  and  good. 

6.  Escapes  and  Suicides. — One  criminal  lunatic  escaped  from  the  Rangoon 
Asylum  by  tampering  with  the  lock  of  the  latrine,  while  a  Chinese  insane  com¬ 
mitted  suicide  by  hanging  with  a  rope  in  a  latrine,  where  owing  to  structural  defect, 
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it  was  not  possible  for  the  attendant  to  notice  what  was  happening  inside.  These 
have  since  been  rectified  and  the  keeper  in  charge  was  found  to  be  at  fault  for 
carelessness  in  allowing  the  secreting  of  the  rope  ;  he  was  suitably  punished. 
The  Superintendent  reports  that  there  were  no  less  than  half  a  dozen  attempts  at 
suicide  in  the  asylum  during  the  year,  but  all  were  detected  and  prevented  by 
vigilance  of  keepers  with  the  help  of  other  staff  of  the  asylum.  All  have  been 
trained  in  first  aid  with  special  reference  to  asylum  conditions.  There  were  no 
cases  of  escape  or  of  suicide  in  the  asylum  at  Minbu. 

Statement  I.  7.  Sickness  and  Mortality . — The  percentage  of  mortality  to  daily  average 
strength  whilst  it  showed  a  slight  increase  of  i‘o6  over  the  corresponding  figure  of 
the  year  previous,  was  nevertheless  much  below  that  of  the  asylums  in  India 
having  been  7*84  as  against  8*50  in  Nagpore,  9 '63  in  Bengal,  10*63  in  Patna, 
1 3*57  in  Madras,  14*4  in  Bombay  and  14*83  in  Punjab.  There  were  64  deaths 
during  the  year  against  51  of  1917.  To  these,  Rangoon  alone  contributed  61 
deaths,  most  of  which  are  attributable  to  Influenza  and  its  sequelae.  Small-pox 
and  Plague,  though  present  in  Rangoon,  fortunately  did  not  gain  access  into  the 
asylum,  probably  owing  to  prompt  adoption  of  precautionary  measures.  All  the 
new  admissions  were  vaccinated  against  possible  attacks  of  Small-pox.  One  or 
two  cases  of  Chicken-pox  occurred  in  the  female  section,  but  its  spread  was 
checked  by  early  segregation  of  the  cases.  Influenza  attacked  150  inmates  in 
Rangoon  and  48  in  Minbu,  only  one  of  the  latter  however  died.  Dr.  Krishnasawmi 
has  taken  keen  interest  in  Laboratory  work,  for  1,394  cases  of  stools  were 
examined  with  the  result  that  in  170  he  detected  Amoeba,  in  63  rvnkylostomia,  in 
81  Round  worms,  in  34  Thread  worms,  in  44  Whip  worms.  He  also  examined  1 16 
cases  of  urine  and  99  cases  of  biood  from  two  of  which  he  was  able  to  trace 
malaria.  Taking  the  two  asylums  together,  the  daily  average  sick  was  slightly 
higher,  being  1 74*23  as  compared  with  1 70*67  of  the  preceding  year,  and  Influenza 
was  mainly  responsible  for  this  slight  increase. 

8.  Employment  and  Treatment. — 1  he  daily  average  number  employed  in  the 
Rangoon  Asylum  during  the  year  was  337*79  against  282*08  in  1917.  The  number 
employed  in  the  Minbu  Asylum  was  101.  These  were  employed  in  gardening, 
cleaning  and  sweeping  compounds  and  building,  carpentry,  in  the  making  of 
bamboo  baskets,  in  the  dairy,  in  kitchen,  as  sick  attendants,  dhobies,  office  orderly, 
grass-cutters,  etc.  Inducements  as  stipends,  tobacco,  sweets,  fruits,  glass-bangles, 
ear-rings,  money,  etc.,  were,  as  a  rule,  given  to  engender  an  interest  in  work  and 
their  surroundings.  Gramaphone  entertainments,  card-playing  and  other  amuse¬ 
ments  were  also  permitted  and  special  treats  were  given  on  Christmas,  New  Year, 
and  Easter  and  Victory  Days.  As  regards  treatment,  no  special  drug  was  used 
specifically  for  any  type  of  insanity.  Hyoscine  injections  were  given  in  suitable 
cases  with  great  benefit.  Paraldehyde  and  Sulphonal  were  the  most  reliable  and 
safe  hypnotics  used. 

Statement  9.  Finance. — The  total  amount  expended  for  the  up-keep  of  the  Rangoon 

VI11*  Lunatic  Asylum  in  1918  was  Rs.  1,72,887-12-6  as  against  Rs.  1,81,384-2-8  in 
1917,  resulting  in  a  net  decrease  of  Rs.  8,496-6-2.  The  charges  on  account  of 
work  done  by  the  Public  Works  Department  came  up  to  Rs.  23,062  in  1918  as 
compared  with  Rs.  41,275  in  the  year  previous.  Excepting  the  decrease  notice¬ 
able  under  the  charges  on  account  of  superintendence,  bazaar  medicines  and 
contingencies  proper,  there  was  a  general  increase  under  all  other  heads  of  expen¬ 
diture.  This,  the  Superintendent,  Lunatic  Asylum,  Rangoon,  ascribes  to 
“  increased  population,  the  increased  staff  and  the  increased  number  of  cattle.  ” 
The  amount  of  money  remitted  to  Treasury,  during  the  year  on  account  of  paying 
patients,  etc.,  was  Rs.  42,662-2-2  as  against  Rs.  37,880-15-10  in  1917.  The 
increase  of  Rs.  4,781 -2-4  was  occasioned  by  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  paying  patients.  The  total  average  cost  per  head  during  the  year  was 
Rs.  164-3-10  against  Rs.  170-9-0  in  1917.  In  Minbu,  the  total  expenditure  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  asylum  was  Rs.  16,880-10-4  against  Rs.  18,355-7-10 
in  1917  and  the  average  cost  per  head  of  the  population  fell  from  Rs.  118-4-9  in 
1917  to  Rs.  1 15-7-4  in  the  year  under  report. 

Statement  10.  Manufacture  Department. — This  branch  continued  to  work  at  a  profit, 

•  the  gain  in  1918  being  Rs.  23,283-9-3  as  against  Rs.  24,206-12-10  in  1917. 

*  1.  Staff. — Civil  Assistant  Surgeons  C.  S.  Krishnasawmi  Iyer  and  J.  Banner- 
jee  continued  to  hold  the  charge  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  in  Rangoon  and  Minbu, 
respectively,  throughout  the  year,  while  the  post  of  Deputy  Superintendent  was 
similarly  held  throughout  the  year  by  Senior  Grade  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon 
Shaik  Kadir  Bux  in  Rangoon  and  Sub- Assistant  Surgeon  N.  Anand  Rao  in 
Minbu.  These  officers  carried  out  their  duties  with  energy  and  zeal.
